of the City of Dublin , and the Senefchals of the faid Liberties of Saint 
Sepulchre' s, Thomas Court , and Donore, refpeblively, within their re- 
fpeblive Jurifdiblions, and in all fuch Entries refpeblively, fhall be 
alfo expreffed the relpeciive Times of making liich Entries. 

And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That no 
Perfon fhall be regiftered in the Manner hereinbefore direbled, 
unlefs he or file fhall fwear, or, being of the People called Quakers 
• affirm, in the following Manner ; .that is to fay :

And be it further Enabled, That if any Baker or other Perfon 
ffiall make or bake for fale, or fell or expole to fale, any Bread 
within the City or County of Dublin or the faid Liberties thereof, 
without his or her Name having been regiftered as aforefaid, with- 
out having taken the Oath or made the Affirmation as herein qq 
directed to be taken by him or her before his or her Name ffiall ° 
be regiifered as aforefaid, then and in every fuch Cafe he or ffie fo 
offending therein, and being thereof convidted, fhall for every fuch 
Offence forfeit and pay any Sum not exceeding Pounds. 

And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That no

within the City or County of Dublin or the Liberties thereof ; and 
if any Baker or Seller of Bread, or Meal or Flour, ffiall buy or 
purchafe any Corn or Grain in any other Place or Places, or in any 
other Manner than as aforefaid, then and in every fuch Cafe every 
fuch Perfon fo offending, ffiall for every fuch Offence forfeit and 
pay any Sum not exceeding Pounds, to be recovered and 

applied in the Manner hereinafter dire&ed.: Provided always, that 
nothing herein contained ffiall extend, or be conftrued to extend, fo 
as to prevent any Baker or Seller of Bread, or Meal or Flour, from 
buying or purchafing any Corn or Grain imported, provided that 
fuch Corn or Grain be bought or purchafed of the Merchant, 
Fa6tor, or Owner thereof importing the fame.
